I am especially grateful to 
the daily and weekly newspa­ 
pers which circulate in the 
46th Assembly District for 
their endorsement, editorial 
support, and objective cover­ 
age of the news regarding me 
and all other candidates for 
public office.

Most experts in advertising 
and public relations emphasize 
the importance of the positive 
approach in presenting the 
merits of the individual, prod­ 
uct, or program they want the 
psople to accept. Even in po­ 
litical campaigns they urge the 
candidates to tell what they 
have done, their present activi­ 
ties, and their future program.

RESPONSIBLE candidates 
worthy of election can get 
more votes by confining their 
press releases, advertisements 
and mailings to a constructive 
presentation than they can by 
a last-minute "smear" cam­ 
paign, usually sent out so close 
to the election that the per- 
ion attacked does not have an 
opportunity to reply either 
through the newspapers or the 
mail.

The only excusable excep­ 
tion to the above policy of the 
positive approach Is a state­ 
ment of how one candidate 6"if 
fers from another on issue: 
but these should be issues on

which the candidate can vote 
if elected.

For example, a candidate for 
a state office should clearly 
reveal how he has voted or 
will vote on state issues and 
he can ask his opponent to 
state how he has voted (if he 
has held state office) on state 
issues, and how he will vote if 
elected. • • •

EVEN THIS type of competi­ 
tive campaigning should be 
presented to the voters far 
enough before the election for 
the opponent to reply through 
newspapers and mail. Always 
beware of the candidate who 
holds back his attack until it 
is too late for a reply.

One of the campaign tricks 
used in some California elec­ 
tions is to mail a circular, pam­ 
phlet or card marked "official" 
and implying that the person 
or persons listed have the of­ 
ficial endorsement of a politi­ 
cal party when such is not the
:asc. 

Usually, such false political
'literature" does not carry the 

names and addresses of re­ 
sponsible officers of the poli­ 
tical party which is supposedly 
endorsing and supporting the 
candidate or candidates on the
mailing. This is a violation of 
the California Elections Code
and constitutes a misdemeanor.

• • •
THE "LITERATURE" must 

carry the name and address 
of the chairman and secretary 
or the nameg and addresses of 
at least two officers of the po­ 
litical or other organization is­ 
suing it; or the name and res­ 
idence address, with the street 
number, if any, of some voter 
of this state, who is responsi­ 
ble for it

However, some people at­ 
tempt to get around the law 
by supplying the names and 
addresses required by law but 
invent a fictitious name for 
their pseudo organization 
which includes the name, or 
part of the name, of a political 
party.

In some cases, this, too, Is 
a misdemeanor, but the real 
damage Is done by the circula­ 
tion of the material too late 
for the object of the attack 
to reply. In conclusion, the 
safe attitude for all ovten Is to 
bo suspicious of any last min­ 
ute circulation of political ma­ 
terial, especially If it reflects 
adversely on the personal char­ 
acter or political action of a 
candidate.
